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TORPEDO BOAT BREAKS RECORD | 


WENT ALMOST 300 

HOURS AND 36 
See 

Trip Was Around Long Island and the 


Time Was the Fastest Ever 
Heard of. 


New York, June 10.~The United States 
torpedo boat Porter on Sunday made the 
marvelous record of a mile in less than two 


minutes with scarcely an effort. 


Today she made the circuit of Long Isl- 
and in faster time than it has ever been 
made before and successfully passed the 
most severe test that has ever been given a 


boat in her class. Ample preparations had 


been made for today’s trial, but the weather 


conditions were by no means of the best. 


The Porter lay at anchor in the East 


river and at 6 a. m. the board of inspection 


came abroad, The torpedo boat at once 


left her anchorage and made the complete 
tour round Long Island, going down 
through the sound and returning outside. 


The vessel was put under all conditions 


of boiler power and run at various speeds, 
but wis not let gut at any time, the high- 
est for any one hour being 27 knots. 


There was quite a breeze blowing as the 


little black flyer passed up through the 
sound, but the water was calm and fast 
time was made up to Montauk Point. Then 
a strong easterly swell with a sharp north-

Huntsville, Ala., June 10.—(Special .)—The 
chamber of commerce and county officials, 
together with the local ministry, held 
tonight and passed resolutions 
deploring the horrible crime committed by 
the Moore and Nevill negroes at De- 
catur, condemning lynch law and com-

mending the sheriff for protecting the two 
negroes from summary punishment. 

Notwithstanding the feeling to allow the 
law to take its course, as was shown by 
the meetings, there is an air of suppressed 
excitement here and tonight all kinds of 
wild rumors regarding a mob being on the 
way from Decatur to this city with the 
determination of lynching Thompson and 
Nevill are eagerly heard. 

The Montesano Light Guards, under the 
command of Captain Fletcher, were order- 
ed to report at the jail this afternoon. 
Sentries have been placed at all avenues 
leading to the jail and no one is allowed to 
pass inside the lines. 

Nothing authentic concerning the move- 
ment of the Decatur mob can be ascertain- 
ed. It is known, however, that the men 
composing it are intelligent and belong to 
the best class of citizenship. 

The Madison county jail, in which the 
negroes are confined, is almost impregnable 
except on the immediate front.

Under custody of Deputy Sheriff Turley 
and Constable Cross the negroes were 
quietly concealed in the bathroom of the 
barber shop connected with the Hotel Bis- 
mark and when the eastbound train ar- 
rived they made a dash and left before the 
crowd that had gathered could interfere. 

At 11:55 o’clock last night a mob of 100 
determined men boarded an eastbound 
freight train that passed through on itg 
way to Huntsville, where the negroes are 
in jail. 

At Greenbrier, ten miles from Decatur, 
the entire train and crew were laid out 
without running, orders: The prospective 
lynching party was postponed and the 
disgusted citizens footed it back to Deca- 
tur. They arrived early this morning very 
sore and were not disposed to talk after 
their night’s experience. 

Later in the day reliable news was re- 
ceived here that a negro woman had been 
arrested in Nashville answering the de- 
scription of the one implicated in the as- 
sault. 

It has just flashed over the wires that 
Governor Johnston has the Birmingham 
militia under arms and that the sheriff of 
Timestone county has the jail at Hunts- 
vine surrounded and strongly guarded by 
both civil and military forces. 


WILL PROTECT THE PRISONERS 


Governor Johnston Has Ordered Out 
Troops at Huntsville. 
Montgomery, Ala. June 10.—Governor 
Johnston received a telegram this morn- 
ing from Sheriff Fulham, of Huntsville, 
fhat a mob of two hundred had captured 
a freight train at Decatur and started to 
Huntsville to lynch two Decatur negroes, 
Lewis (Moore and Claude Nevill, charged 
with assaulting Nellie Lawton, a white 
girl, aged thirteen, and sent to Huntsville 


for safe keeping. 
The train was side tracked at Green- 


brier. 

Governor Johnston ordered the Hunts- 
ville company to report to Sheriff Fulham 
under arms to protect the jail from any 
mob. Two thousand rounds of ammuni- 
tion were ordered from Birmingham on 
the noon train, and the governor tele- 
graphed the colonel of the Second regi- 
ment to hold one of the Birmingham com- 
panies in readiness to go to Huntsville at 
a moment's notice. 

Governor Johnston wired Shériff Fulham 
to protect the prisoners at all hazards and 
that he would give him all the troops nec- 
essary. . 

The governor tonight wired Company K. 
at Birmingham, to proceed at once to 
Huntsville to join the companies there in 
protecting the negroes from mob violence. 
The Birmingham Rifles, sixty strong with 
2.000 cartridges, started for Huntsville at? 
o’clock tonight on a special train. Gover- 
nor Johnston today wired Sheriff Fulham, 
at Huntsville, as follows: 

“] will send you all the troops necessary 
to protect the prisoners. There must be no 
violation of law. Our courts. will punish 
all offenders. You must not permit the 
prisoners to be taken from your ‘custody.

Washington, June 10.—(Special.)—The re- 
publican extreme protectionists went on 
record today against giving to the producers 
of agricultural staples, the farmers and 
planters, the same relative protection that 
they are giving, and going to give, the 
trusts.

forcibly by Senator Tillman in his speech 
today. 

The rest of the day was devoted to su- 
gar. We were given technical analysis of 
the new sugar schedule, which shows that 
it is even more favorable to the great re- 
fining trusts than any schedule heretofore 
made, not excepting the Aldrich schedule, 
which was abandoned. No wonder sugar 
stocks have jumped up since it was made.

Sugar Schedule Comes Up. 

This closed the consideration of the ce- 
real paragraphs of the agricultural sched- 
ule and Mr. Allison, in charge of the bill, 
asked the further consideration of the 
agricultural schedule be postponed and the 
senate go back to the sugar schedule, There 
was no opposition and the senate then 
took up the consideration of the sugar 
schedule. 

Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, made the first 
speech on the schedule.

Mr. Jones was followed by Mr. Vest, who 
criticised the general features of the sugar 
schedule. He spoke of the effect the sen- 
ate’s action would have on the speculators 
in Wall street and said he had heard it 
predicted from those who ought to know 
that if this schedule stands-sugar will go 
up to 150 a share. 

Mr. Vest described the new sugar schedule 
as “ingenious and artistic.“ The specula- 
tors understood it. He had ascertained and 
was prepared to prove mathematically 
that the protection .given the trust on 
sugars testing 96 degrees in the present law 
was 1 cents a pound; in the Dingley 
schedule .59, in the original senate bill .62 
and in the new schedule agreed on by the 
republican senate caucus .67. 

In conclusion Mr. Vest declared that the 
schedule deluded the published interests 
of this “gigantic monopoly.” 

Mr. Lindsay, of Kentucky, offered an 
amendment to gtrike out the differential 
on refined sugar. Mr. Morgan gave notice 
of an amendment to be offered at the 
proper time, levying a tax of 1 cent a 
pound or all sugar refined in this country, 
excepting, however, sugars that are re- 
fined by concerns not in the sugar trust. 

Mr. Caffery followed. He discussed sugar 
production in both Germany and his own 
state and said he did not believe 100 per 
cent or 80 per cent duty was necessary to 
keep the Louisiana sugar industry afloat. 

At 5 o’cloeck the senate held a short ex- 
ecutive session and then adjourned.

Charleston, S. C., June 10.—(Special.)—J. 
S. Pinkussohn, agent, today opened the 
first original package establishment for 
the sale of liquor in opposition to the South 
Carolina dispensary, as allowed under the 
Simonton decision, 

All the stuff was in unbroken cases, and 
sold as such, and when the doors were 
thrown open a large crowd of thirsty peo- 
ple rushed in, and the clerks were kept 
busy supplying them. 

Pinkussohn is expecting no trouble from 
the state administration. His store is in 
the heart of the city, and mé@re than a thou- 
sand cases were received today. Another 
shipment is now en route, and the packages 
in size are from half a pint to five gal- 
lons. Half a dozen clerks are employed, 
and the establishment will do a big bus- 
iness. 

The dispensaries are deserted. Dispensers 
report that sales have been next to noth- 
ing today. The city is rejoicing tonight at 
the change.

SAYS TO CONFER IS VERY EASY 


Senator Butler Avoids the Subject of 


Committee Reorganization. 


DECLARES HE 1S A PARTY MAN THROUGHOUT 


Some of the Populists Who Stayed 
Away from the Polls Are 
Sore, He Asserts. 


Washington, June 10.—(Special.)—Senar 
tor Marion Butler is smilingly indifferent 
to the attacks which Tom Watson and his 
followers are hurliag at him. 

The chairman of the populist national 
committee has no intention of attending 
the conference at Nashville and the threats 
of committee reorganization which find ex- 
pression in Tom's paper and others which 
take their cue from the organ of the ex- 
candidate for the vice presidency: are evi- 
dently causing po material loss of sleep to 
the man at whom they are aimed. 

“Conference? Oh yes; any number of 
gentlemen have the right to get together 
and confer at any time. They undoubtedly 
have the right to express their views on 
party management and to communicate 
those views to the recognized party author- 
ities. It is for the party authorities to con- 
sider and act upon them later—that is, of 
course, if they are of a nature worthy of 
consideration. We will wait and see what 
that Nashville conference does.” 

That is the North Carolina senator’s at- 
titude toward the proposed conference as 
he gave it to me in the marble room of the 
senate today. ' 

“I do not care to be interviewed about the 
proposition to reorganize the national com- 
mittee,” he continued. “I have seen from 
the newspapers that there hes been some 
such talk and I am waiting to see how 
that can be done. The national committee 
decided against a convention of the party 
for the reison that such a convention at 
this time was against, the best judgment of 
the members of the committee. There are 
145 members of the committee. Mr. Wat- 
son’s friends were not satisfied that the 
poll I made was correct, so they took a poll 
and found twenty-eight members who fav- 
ored their plan. It is true I did not find 
quite that mary; but even at their count, 
twenty-eight is a pretty small minority of a 
committee of rearly 150.” 

Jam a believer in party orgunization,”’ 
Senator Butler went on to say. “When I 
leave a party, I do it openly and give my 
reasons for it. As long as I am a member 
of a party, however, I believe in supporting 
the organizaticn and in doing everything 
in. order. Some pecple are so constituted 
that they can subscribe to no organization 
which they do not dominate. The confer- 
ence at Nashville {s, as I have said, per- 
fectly proper because any men have a 
right to get together at any time and con- 
fer. But it will in no sense be a convention 
of the party. Tc contend that it can is 
foolish.”’ 

“Will any men from your state attend?“ 

“Tf they do, they will be men who sup- 
ported McKinley and Pritchard.” 

„What are your advices as to the attend- 
ance from other states?” 

J have no direct information. I have no 
doubt a good many people from different 
parts of the south will take advantage of 
the favorable rates to attend the Nashville 
exposition, and I suppose the managers of 
the conference will be able to send out to 
the newspapers reports indicating the pres- 
ence of large numbers at the meetings that 
may be held.“ 

Then, as if to give his idea of the feelings 
which inspire Watson, though at no time 
mentioning the name of the dovghty Geor- 
gian, Senator Butler remarked: 

“You see, after the defeat of last year a 
good many people were dissatisfied with the 
results—iIndeed, we were all dissatisfied, 
but some were particularly so because they 
did not succeed in carrying the populists 
bodily into the republican camp. We were 
all sorry at our inability to get Mr. Sewall 
to withdraw from the ticket, but failing in 
this, was not sufficient to make us follow 
the advice to vote for McKinley or cast 
half a vote for him by staying away from 
the polls. Some people are still sore be- 
cause we did not follow their advice in 
that respect.“ 

Beyond that, Senator Butler would ex- 
press no opinion of the Nashville confer- 
ence vaich Tom Watson and John Cun- 
ningham seem to be trying to convert into 
a national convention. Other populists in 
congress seem inclined to treat the affair 
about as Butler does. That is, as a confer- 
ence whose results cannot cut much figure 
one Way or another. 

All of them seem disinclined to get into 
a controversy with Watson. As one mem- 
ber of the party expressed it: “There is 
nothing so galls the heart of the Georgian 
as to pay no attention to his tirades. He is 
only unhappy when no attention is paid 
to him.” 

It may be that, and it is just possible, 
that this silence is due to the knowledge 
that Tom “slings” a nasty quill. Some 
people are wise in keeping away from a 
buzz saw when they see it in operation.

Fitzgerald Council: Recalls Franchise 
Granted Lascelles. 

WILL SUE HIS BONDSMEN 


People Were Not Pleased with the 
Slow Work Being Done.

Resolutions Reeite the Conditions of 
the Grant and Show Why It

Fitzgerald, Ga., June 10 —(Special.)—At a 
special meeting of the city council this 
afternoon the franchise granted Sidney 
Lascelies for the construction of a water- 
works and electric light plant was re- 
voked and the city attorney ordered to 
commence suit against the bondsman, Cap- 
tain R. T. Coverdale, of Rome, Ga., on 
behalf of the city of Fitzgerald. 

The story of granting the franchise is a 
long one. Sidney Lascelles represented to 
the city council that he had the backing 
to «stablish a system df waterworks and 
an electric light plant in the city and if 
a franchise was given him he would im- 
mediately commence construction of the 
same, 

On March 4th a franchise was granted 
to him for a period of twenty years with 
the right reserved to purchase the same at 
the end of ten years by the city. 

Immediately upon receiving the franchise 
from the council Lascelles opened negotia- 
tions with Philadelphia parties, who sent 
a representitive, Arthur Kitsen, a promi- 
nent capitalist, here to investigate. Upon 
investigation Kitsen bought the franchise 
of Lascelles at a nominal figure. It is 
reported Lascelles was to receive $2,000 with 
a retainer of $300 to bind the bargain. 

Captain Coverdale. of Rome, Ga., and 
Arthus Kitsen, of Philadelphia, then com- 
menced work on the plant by staking out 
excavations for the buildings. Coverdale 
was called to Philadelphia nearly five weeks 
ago, but up to the present time has not 
returned. The matter has been running 
along at this rate, and the council, as well 
as the citizens, commenced to kick at un- 
necessary delay and at its special meeting 
this afternoon the council adopted the fol- 
lowing resolutions: 

“A resolution to declare forfeited the 
rights of Sidney Lascelles and his assigns, 


under the franchise granted to Sidney Las- 
celles by ag 4 = council of Fitzgerald, 


“Be it resolved by the city council of the 
eity of Fitzgerald, That whereas on the 
4th day of March, 1897, the said city coun- 
cil, by resolution, did grant to one Sidney 
Lascelles the exclusive franchise to con- 
struct and operate a system of waterworks 
in said city and also an exclusive franchise 
to construct and operate an electric light 
and gas plant, and whereas, the fourth 
clause of said resolution specified as a con- 
dition precedent to the said franchises be- 
coming operative that said Lascelles should 
enter into a written contract with the city, 
which contract was to contain all of the 
agreements and speciflcations between the 
said Lascelles and the city of Fitzgerald 
relative to said . and said con- 
tract was duly made and entered into by 
and between said: Labeelles and said city 
of — on the 6th day of March, 1897; 
and, 

Whereas, By the terms of said contract 
said Lascelles covenanted and agreed to 
and with the city of Fitzgerald, that said 
Lascelles or his assigns shall pay to the 
city of Fitzgerald aforesaid, the cost of the 
well now being drilled on the lots hereto- 
fore mention as per the contract under 
which said well is being constructed for the 
city by the Southern Water Supply Comba- 
ny, of Atlanta, Ga.; 

“And, whereas, said Lascelles and his 
assigns have failed, neglected and refused 
to make such payments according to the 
terms and conditions of the city’s contract 
with the said Southern Water Supply Com- 
pany, and by reason of such failing, ne- 
glecting and refusing to pay sums, the city 
of Fitzgerald has been compelled to bor- 
row money to make such payments and to 
protect its credit; and, 

‘Whereas, in said contract between said 
Lascelles and the said city, it was express- 
ly stipulated and agr that said Las- 
celles, or his assigns, are to begin the con- 
struction of the said gaslight plant ana 
waterworks system within forty days from 
this date (March 6th), and to prosecute the 
work as fast as it can be done in an eco- 
nomical way until completion, which said 
agreement the said Lascellés and assigna, 
have utterly failed, neglected and refused 
to keep, and have not begun the censtruc- 
tion of either said ii plant or said water- 
works system; and. 

“Whereas, the city council granted such 
franchises solely with a view to the speedy 
procuring of an abundant supply of gooa 
water and lights for the inhabitants of said 
city, which facts were well known to saia 
Lascelles and his assigns; and. 

„Whereas, it is imperatively necessary for 
the preservation of the public health of the 
city of Fitzgerald that the city be furn- 
ished at once with a supply of good, whole- 
some water, and the city council of saia 
city mayne — thoroughly satistiea 
that said scelles and his assigns, or 
neither of them, will never furnish the city 
water or lights under the franchises grant- 
ed said ] or otherswise. Now, 
therefore, be it 

“Resolved, by the city council of said city 
of Fitzeerald, That the vote by which the 
city council granted such franchise be, and 
the same is, hereby reconsidered; that the 
said franchises thereby granted are hereby 
declared forfeited on account of the failure 
and refusal of the said Lascelles and as- 
signs or either »>f them, to comply with 
the terms of the resolution granting the 
dame and the contract entered into under 
said resolution; that the city attorney be. 
and he hereby is, directed to enter suit in 
the superior court in the name of and for 
the city for the recovery by the city on the 
bond made and entered into by the said 
Sidney Lascelles and Robert Coverdale, as 
principal and security, respectively, which 
bond is $8,000, payable to the city of Fitz- 
gerald and signed on the 5th day of 
March, 1887: that the mayor be and he 
hereby is, directed to notify said Sidney 
Lascelles and Robert Coverdale, who 
claims to be the assignee of Lascelles, of 
this action of the council.” 


The acticn of the council is sustained by 
every citizen in the city, and it is hoped 
that a franchise will be given to some 
responsible corporation who will immedi- 
ately commence work on the same.

DELAY CAUSED IN . LOADING THE GUN

This Is Its Only Serious Def but 
Will Prevent It from Being Use 
in Games. 


Prirceton, N. J., June 10.—Professor Hin- 
ton’s patent baseball pitching gun was 
a decided success today. Eight strike- 
outs, one base on balls, one wild pitch and 
four safe hits is the record in three innings 
in the first fair test of the machine’s prac- 
ticability in an actual game. 

Nines representing the Ivy Club and Tig- 
erin, two of Princeton’s socthl clubs, play- 
ed a match game using the gun to pitch 
for both teams. The game attracted a 
large crowd of interested spectators, prom- 
inent amorg whcm were Mrs. Cleveland 
With a party of friends, and many Princ 
ton professors who came to see with wha 
success Professor Hinton's inveation would 


meet. 

The gun is discharged by the batsman, 
who, when ready for the ball to be de- 
livered, steps upon an electric intercepting 
plate, connected by wire with the trigger 
of the cannon. 

The speed with which the ball is thrown 
is regulated by compressed air, and prong- 
like projectors from the cannon mouth im- 
part a rotagy motion to the sphere when 
discharged, producing a curve in any di- 
rection as the position of the projecting 


prongs is changed. 


There is but one serious defect in the 


operation of the machine which will pre- 
vent its use in games, and that is the long 
time required for reloading. This was es- 
pecially noticeable in today’s game, be- 
cause the intercepting plate was out of 
order and the frequent delays thereby ne- 
cessitated did not allow the game to be 
finished. 

Only three innings were played. During 
the first inning the batsmen were timid 
about standing near the plate and the big 
out curves caused them to jump back, but 
as the gun threw strikes in every instance 
they plucked up courage stood closer to 
the plate and succeeded occasionally in 
making safe hits. The game was uninter- 
esting except for the novelty of seeing the 
fitcher’s box occupied by a machine.

A Lake of Hot Water. 

The big reservoir of the company, con- 
taining at least fifty feet of hot water, 
oame in for a good deal of the attention 
of the visitors. It was formerly the old 
Lynch rock qaurry and the lake has always 
been a noted one, thousands of persons 
having been baptized there before the elec- 
tric light company established its plant on 
the banks. The water is kept at a very 
high temperature, ranging from 75 to 110 
degrees, the water being turned back into 
the reservoir after passing through and 
performing its mission in the boiler. The 
plant is one of the largest in the south and 
it is one of the best equipped. The company 
furnishes the power for lighting the streets 
of the entire city and also the business 
houses an dresidences. 

The Start from the City Hall. 

The party started for the plant from the 
city hall at 6:15 o’clock, boarding a special 
car. 

The special car Dauntless,“ provided by 
the Consolidated, was directed by Superin- 
tendent H. N. Hurt, and was run by mo- 
tormen and conductors in white duck uni- 
forms, in harmony with the white car, the 
latter being the latest equipped excursion 
car of the company. It attracted a great 
deal of attention passing through the city.

THE WEATHER. 


Atmospheric pressure changes have been 
but very slight during the twenty-four 
hours ending last night.

He also referred to 
the Wilicox prizes in French and German 
offered by the sons of the late Professor 
Willcox. 

The literary societies were reported to be 
in a very good condition. : 

The law class report showed up excel- 
lently. Dr. Boggs requested the board of 
trustees to say whether or not the rule re- 
quiring all speakers at commencement to 
take oratory under Dr. Riley shall be ap- 
plied to the law class, as the law class fac- 
ulty was af the opinion that it did not. 

The school of oratory is so overcrowded 
that the chancellor recommends that Dr. 
Riley be given an assistant. 

In the school of physics and electrical 
engineering it is recommended that Pro- 
fessor A. H. Patterson be made adjunct pro- 
fessor under Professor Charbonnier. 

The school of chemistry shows up excel- 
lently in the report. 

In the school of mathematics it is rec- 
ommended that Colonel C. M. Snelling be 
made a full professor, with the title of 
‘junior professor of mathematics.” 

In the departnient of ancient languages it 
is recommended that Professor W. D. 
Hooper be promoted to the full professor- 
ship of Latin. : 

A fellow in history is recommended by Dr. 
J. H. T. MePherson’s assistance. 

The department of English, under Profes- 
sors Riley and Morris, has done good work 
during the year. 

It is recommended that German be placed 
under the charge of Professor John Morris 
and that an instructor in French be ap- 
pointed. This is occasioned by the vacancy 
caused by the death of Professor Willcox. 

Professor Strahan is to leave for Europe 
July ist, and Mr. F. J. Orr is recommended 
as an assistant for Profes Sheffield, who 
takes Professor Strahan’s Place. 

It is recommended that the title of “ad- 
junct professor of engineering’ be confer- 
red on Professor Sheffield. 

The School of Agriculture. 

The report deals largely with the school 
of agriculture. In fact, that subject will be 
widely discussed by the board of trustees. 

Professor Hunnicutt claims that the 
course in agriculture is neglected and rec- 
ommends that the trustees require every 
student of the university who is a candi- 
date for a degree fo take that study. Chan- 
cellor Boggs does not exactly agree with 
that idea, but wishes the board to examine 
carefully {nto the subject and to appoint 
a committee to visit other institutions and 
report back what may be done in regard 
to improving the school of agriculture. 
Chancellor Boggs commends the work be- 
ing done in establishing farmers’ institutes. 

Athletics come in for a full share of 
praise from the chancellor. It is recom- 
mended that $300 be appropriated to this 
department. 

It is recommended that a librarian be 
appointed who shall also be secretary to 
the faculty. 5 

Women To Be Admitted. 

Chancellor Boggs has the following to 
say of the admission of women to the uni- 
versity. 

Having been advised that a petition on 
this subject would be laid before your hon- 
orable body, I beg to say that a communi- 
cation from the same source has been laid 
before the faculty. Some of us have wit- 
nessed co-education in other universities, 
and are therefore enabled to speak from 
experience and observation. The large ma- 
jority of us think that under proper re- 
strictions the presence of the studious, 
earnest woman promotes order, courtesy 
and studiousness among the young men.

THE DUTY ON COTTON. 


It Will Help Growers of Sea Island 
About 3 Cents a Pound. 

The ad valorem tax of 20 per cent on 
foreign cotton, which Senator Bacon has 
succeeded in having put in the tarift sched- 
vle, seems to have met with general favor 
among the dealers of Atlanta. All favor the 
new rule, and believe it will benefit to 
some extent the industry of the south. 

The general ergument, of course, is that 
the duty will tend to discourgge gytian 
importations, thereby decreasing competi- 
ticn. Upland cottcn, however, will not be 
affected, as only the long staple or sea 
island growth comes in competition with 
most of the foreign pr: duct. 

Tre Egyptian growers have a great ad- 
vantage over the Americans because they | 
can raise their cotton much cheaper, and 
heretofore the long Egyptian staple was 
imported in considerable quantities because 
it was cheaper then the sea island. 

What Colonel Maddox Says. 

Colonel R. F. Maddox, who has heen in 
the cotton business for a number of years, 
thinks the proposed duty will be a good 
thing for the south. 

“TI am very glad the tax has been levied,” 
said he yesterday afternoon, “for I think 
it will greatly benefit the south. The long 
staple will, of course, be most affected, as 
this is the cotton that comes in competi- 
tion with the foreign growth. The only 
places where this long staple will grow, 
however, is in the sea island district—the 
Carolinas, southeast Georgia and Florida. 
The demand will be increased for this 
product because the foreign shipments will 
probably not be so large, and there ought 
to be scme benefit therefrom. Twenty per 
cent is not much, but just enough, I think, 
to keep a good deal of that foreign cotton 
out.“ 

Mr. John 8. Cay, of the firm of Cay, Par- 
rott & Co., was also seen, and was inclined 
to think there would be some benefit from 
the new tariff. 

„The new plan,” said he, will affect the 
sea island people, but will not benefit us 
here in this section of the state, because 
no long staple is grown here. We never 
handle any of this growth in Atianta. 
The sea island people, however, will evi- 
dently have less competition, and the new 
tax may benefit them, and again it may 
not.“ 

A member of the firm of Sanders, Swann 
& Co. was also seen, and his views corre- 
sponded with the above. He thought the 
sea island dealers would get the most ben- 
efit, and that some stimulus might be felt 
here. 


ANSWERING ALLEN AFFIDAVITS

Ex-Policeman Now Says the Shooting 
Was Accidental. 

Macon, Ga., June 10.—(Special.)—Parties 
were in Macon today making affidavits for 
the state in answer to and in refutation 
of the affidavits that have been submitted 
for the defense in the extraordinary motion 
for the new trial for Tom Allen. 

The defendant’s attorney several days 
ago filed affidavits to the effect that sev- 
eral of the jurors were prejudiced against 
Allen and had been heard to éxpress them- 
selves before the trial as to the guilt of 
Allen.

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OR A STRAY COMET? 


A Strange Licht Seen in the Southeast 
| dust Before Day. 


MANY ATLANTIANS VIEW IT 


They Say It Has the Brilliance of a 
Powerful Electric Lamp. 


CARRIES PORT AND STARBOARD LIGHTS 


A Reputable Witness Noticed It Lurch 
To One Side—Hotel Guests Awak- 
ened and Watched It Closely. 


Have you seen the brilliant air ship? 

It swings every clear morning in the 
eastern horizon. It has mystified many in- 
telligent men and caused those «f a super- 
stitious tendency to open their eyes in awe. 

A light has arisen in the east, a very 
mysterious light. Whether it is an air 
ship or whether it be some strange atmos- 
pheric phenomenon, or some unknown 
glory of the heavens, no one can say, but 
it has been named the air ship and not 
less than 100 reputable Atlantlans have 
seen it. 

Those who chanced to be awake at the 
early hour yesterday morning and beheld 
the strange sight talked little else all day.

The strange light wee first discovered 
Sunday morning. when the night watch- 
man of the Kimball ran down stairs to 
notify the night clerk that an air ship was 
crossing the horizon. An alarm was then 
raised and at least half a hundred people 
saw what was supposed to be the empy- 
rean navigator. 

Yesterday morning it appeared again 
about 3 o’clock and with those who saw 
it, and some of them were men of more 
than ordinary intelligence, it caused a 
great wonderment. 

The light is described as being very beil- 
liant. It is almost due southeast of At- 
lanta and it is several degrees above the 
horizon. 

Here ts the way it is described by one of 
the best known men in Atlanta. 

“I was in my room at the Kimball when 
the night watchman knocked and asked if 
I wanted to see the air ship. I wem at 
once and when I climbed out on the para- 
pet the first thing that struck my gaze was 
this peculiar light. The city was studded 
at the time with electric lights. This 
‘strange sight i@ the heavens was more 
than I could understand. It had the bDril- 
liance of an electric light and it shone with 
powerful effect. The heavens were painted 
with the pale green cast which comes just 
before the breaking of day—that strange, 
indescribable color which great artists have 
so often strived for. 

It appeared to me that there were three 
lights in a horizontal line. At one time it 
seemed that they gave a great lurch and I 
can readily. understand how the thing, 
whatever it is, can be called an air ship. It 
is not Venus nor any of the planets. I 
am versed enough in astronomy to ‘ell 
that it was none of the constellations, Be- 
hind the great white light could be seen 
now and then the stars themselves like 
needle points. It gave me gn uncanny 
feeling. I have talked of it to no one and 
had rather that you would not use my 
name( as I don’t care to be questioned too 
much about it.“ 

Night Clerk Joe Raine, of the Kimball, 
saw the light Sunday morning. 

It was the same that appeared yester- 
day. 

“It was very low when I first saw it,” 
said Mr. Raine, “and I could see only a 
ruddy glare above the horizon. Soon it 
appeared to view and I could readily see 
the bright light which the so-called air 
ship carried. It resembled a huge arc light 
with three times the power of those in 
ordinary use and gave forth a light of daz- 
zling whiteness almost as trying as cal- 
cium light. There were intermittent 
flashes like the passing of a spark of some 
powerful electric current. | 

“About the light was the dim outline of 
what appeared to be a bulky object. It 
may have been Imagination which painted 
this, but it gave every appearance of being 
an air ship.“ 

Night Watchman Scott, of the Kimball, 
and a number of policemen and others who 
were up at that time of the morning gave 
practically the same account. 

What the mysterious light of the heavens 
is no one seems to know. 

Should it be clear this morning it will be 
viewed by hundreds who have heard of it.

THEY ARE ALL IN UNIFORM 


President Woodrow Said There Was

STUDENTS GIVE’ THEIR

Columbia, S. C., June 10.—(Special.)—The 
court of inquiry convened today, organized 
and heard a vast deal of testimony. There 
was no delay or hitch in the proceedings. 

General Stopplebein, by virtue of rank, 
was president of the court. He, with 
Colonel J. G. Thompson, Captain H. T. 
Wardlaw and Judge Advocate General T. 
G. Mayfield, assembled in full dress uni- 
form and with side arms at noon in the 
senate chamber. 

The faculty of the South Carolina col- 
lege and a number of students, General 
Watts, Major Evans and others were in 
the assembly. The mass of testimony 
heard was formidable. 

Twelve witnesses in all were examined, 
and as each was an eye witness to the en-

But the history of these four years, 
written in the poverty and misery of 
a betrayed people, shows that the 
banks not only refused to maintain 
gold payments, but joined actively in 
the raids on the treasury. 
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New York’s Big Crop of “Cotton.” 

Of actual cotton, according to the 
Statistics of the cotton exchange, New 
York city handled last year 486,567 
bales. -This really seems a very small 
number for the great American metrop- 
olis to handle. 

But the dearth of actual cotton is 
accounted for by some additional fig- 
ures given out by the exchange. These 
additional figures show that no actual 
cotton whatever is necessary in the 
“business” that is carried on in the 
name of cotton in the great American 
metropolis. 

Nearly 45,000,000 bales of imaginary 
cotton were bought and sold in the ex- 
change. The actual crop that the farm- 
ers raised last year had to compete in 
the markets with an imaginary crop 
five times as large as the actual crop. 
And yet there are some who insist that 
there is no overproduction.. While the 
who work in the cotton 
fields were producing their paltry crop, 
the farmers on the floor of the New 
York cotton exchange made a crop of 
45,000,000—enough to stock four such 
worlds as the one we live on. 

The figures of the cotton exchange 
also tell another story. They show 
that the cotton growers are not up to 
snuff. They work, and toil, and sweat 
to produce their paltry crop of a few 
millions each year and then complain 
because it fails to bring remunerative 
prices. But the farmers on the floor of 
the cotton exchange, without putting 


their hand to hoe or plow, manage by 


shrewd thrift and eastern industry, to 
raise five times as much cotton as the 
growers of the south. 

The beauty about this cotton is that 
it doesn’t have to be planted, worked, 
picked or ginned. No bagging or ties 
are necessary. It doesn’t have to be 
hauled over thé roads and railways. It 
doesn’t have to be stored and insured. 
And, most marvelous of all, though it 
exists only in the imagination of a 
few wild-eyed speculators, it fetches as 
much or even more than the real cot- 
ton, and prevents the southern farmers 
from being puffed up with the pride 
that would grow out of higher prices 
and prosperity. 

The figures given out by the cotton 
exchange afford food for reflection. We 
advise our farmers to ponder over them. 
In the great city of New York not half 


za million bales of actual cotton were 


handled last year. But there were 
bought and sold 45,000,000 bales that 
had no existence, save on paper. 

This is called business,“ and when 
this sort of “‘business” is particularly 
lively great wonder is expressed by 
those who are engaged in it that the peo- 
ple are not properous. 

Our opinion is that there is a great 
overproduction of imaginary cotton. 


Consul General Lee’s Report. 

Consul General Fitzhugh Lee’s report 
on the Ruiz case makes it evident that 
Spain has permitted her treaty agree- 
ment with the United States to be vib- 
lated in the most flagrant manner. 

While the circumstatnces attending 
the death of Dr. Ruiz are familiar to 
many of our readers, the consul general’s 
report recently filed in Washington 
gives to these circumstances official veri- 
fication, and, therefore, invests them 
with fresh interest. One reason Why 
the report has not been filed sooner is 
that Consul General Lee has been faith- 
fully endeavoring to ascertain the pre- 
cise facts of the tragedy. 

As the result of this investigation it 
appears that Dr. Ruiz was arrested by a 
party of Spanish officers at his home on 
February 4, 1897, charged with taking 
part in a conspiracy to wreck a train 
operated by the Spanish authorities. 
From the evidence gathered by Consul 
General Lee it seems that Dr. Ruiz had 
nothing whatever to do with the con- 
spiracy; but, instead of being ajlowed 
even the slightest opportunity to prove 
his innocence, he was rudely thrown 
into jail and there confined until the 
time of his death, without the privilege 
of communicating with any one on the 
outside. A postmortem examination of 
the prisoner disclosed the fact that he 
had come to his death through blows 
inflicted on the head. While the jailers 
stoutly insisted that Dr. Ruiz had com- 
mitted suicide, the report of Consul Gen- 
eral Lee inclines to the belief that he 
had been foully dest with by the jail- 
ers. 

In regard to the citizenship of Dr. 


Ruiz, the report states that no doubt 
can be entertained, as even the Span- 


iards themselves admit that he was a 
citizen of the United States. The report 
further states that at the time of his 
arrest Dr. Ruiz was a stout, vigorous 
man, about forty years of age. Since 
the death of the unfortunate prisoner 
nearly four months ago, his. surviving 
wife and children have been in destitute 
circumstances. ;

‘furthermore makes ft evident that Spain 
„is conducting a most brutal and savage 
‘warfare on the island. As President 
McKinley has been waiting for Commis- 
sioner Calhoun to formally submit his 
report before recommending any definite 
action to congress, it now remains to 
be seen what attitude the chief execu- 
tive must assume, Upon one report or 
the other he must necessarily act im- 
mediately. If he does not see fit to 
espouse the cause of suffering Cuba he 
must at least demand that the Spanish 
government carry out its treaty agree- 
ment with the United States.

+ Up to the present time the structure 
has cost $21,545,888.62, or nearly twice 
as much as the capitol building at Wash- 
ington, D. C. There is not a fouler 
blot on the history of New York than 
the one which records the perpetration 
of this iniquitous fraud. 

When the plans of the building were 
first agreed upon, in 1865, it was stipu- 
lated that the cost was not to exceed 
$4,000,000. Since that time, however, 
‘the erection of the state capitol build- 
ing has been a prolific source of cor- 
ruption and dishonesty in New York 
state; and today, after a lapse of 
more than thirty years, it is still un- 
finished.

When called upon in any place and under 
any circumstances to name their calling 
these gentlemen freely and willingly con- 
fessed that they were reporters. The city 
directory said that they were reporters, 
their children at school said that their fa- 
thers were reporters, their wives’ relatives 
boasted that they were reporters—every- 
body closely or remotely connected with 
them was proud of the fact that they were 
reporters. : 

This was some years ago. Today a care- 
ful and conscientious man will ask in 
vain in New York city for a reporter. The 
species has died out. The great army of 
able and agile young men who manufact- 
ure the newspapers of New York today, 
as they have done in the past, are all ed- 
itors. Under the new and marvelous man- 
agement of the great of Greater 
New York, the good ol foned system 
of newspaper work has disappeared. Men 
who lived honest and comfortable lives as 
reporters will not accept employment on 
any newspaper today unless they have a 
life contract at $35,000 a month with the 
indisputed privilege of printing everything 
they write and signing their names to 
everything that sults them. 


A New York newspaper man whose as- 
signment does not take him outside the 
city Umits is a “correspondent.” If he 
goes to Hoboken or Haverstraw he is a 
„personal representative.“ If his mission 
should take him to Washington, Cuba or 
Syracuse or Constantinople, he is a “spe- 
cial commissioner.” ‘There are other titles 
bestowed updn him for duties performed 
in the field, most of them of a character 
calculated to stir the ambitions, if not the 
animosities, of the unfortunates left at 
home. They are all under contract. New 
York newspaper offices nowadays are ag 
full of contracts as the United States sen- 
ate is of tariff amendments. In fact, a 
newspaper man without a contract is a 
good deal worse off, in the estimation of 
his fellows, than a newspaper man without 
a job. 

A few days ago the writer watched with 
much interest the process by which a New 
York newspaper engages an office boy. 
Office boys in themselves have not changed. 
They are still a drug on the market, a 
thorn in the flesh, and a perpetual and 
luxuriant nuisance in every office in Park 
Row. They still steal 
and circus tickets, and still have their 
professional contempt for the editor whose 
slaves they are not. It still takes them 
half a day to carry a telegram to the first 
floor of the building, and a whole day 8 
go to the postoffice. In fact, there is no 
visible change whatever in the office boy 
of today from the office boy of 1797, except 
that in the latter year he did not have a 
standing and bitter quarrel with the tele- 
phone girls.

REPORT ON THE JAIL. 


THE GRAND JURY MAY CONDEMN 
LARGE PART OF PLUMBING. 


Declares the Plumbing for the New 
Jail Does Not Comply with San- 
-itary Requirements. 


The plumbing which is being placed in 
the new county jail is meeting with crit- 
icism and the grand jury yesterday re- 
ceived a letter from the city sanitary de- 
partment, which was incorporated in a 
report which was made by the buildings 
committee of that body. 

The letter stated tnat the plumbing in 
the rear of the jail was not in accord with 
the ordinances of the city. The letter was 
signed by Chief Veal and was directed to 
Mr. A. B. Steele, the chairman of the 
buildings committee of the grand jury. 

The letter is as follows:, 

“Atlanta, Ga., 
Steele, Chairman of Committee on Public 
Buildings and Grounds of the Grand Jury 
—Dear Sir: Being requested by you to 
make a statement concerning the plumbing 
of the new county jail, wherein it com- 

lies and conflicts with the city plumbing 
aws, I beg to say that I have made a 
thorough inspection of the plans, and find 
the following: 

„That the plans for the plumbing in the 
resident portion of the jail is strictly ac- 
cel ding to the city laws; but the plumbing 
for the jail proper, or cell work, is in 
some respects, not according to the law. 
First, the traps from closets and basins 
are more than two feet from their respec- 
tive fixtures. Second, the traps from floor 
drains of the basement are not ventilated. 
Third, the traps in the corridors, for the 
purpose of draining the floors, are not 
ventilated from the crown of the traps; 
also they connect with the rain water 
leaders, which conflicts with section 33 of 
the city plumbing laws, which read as 
follows: 

“ ‘Sec, 33. Rain water leaders shall not 
be used as soil, waste or vent pipes, nor 
shall any soil, waste or vent pipes be used 
as a leader.’ 

„The sanitary department will take pleas- 
ure in trying to get the general council to 
pass such amendments to existing ordi- 
nances as do not conflict with good sanita- 
tion and which may be necessary for the 
protection of the plumbing against the 
violence of prisoners.

white. The committee will meet at the 
Boys’ High school building Saturday at 
noon to complete the report and the board 
of education will meet at 2 o’clock in the 
afternoon, when the work of election will 
commence.

Mr. Cooper’s friends have rallied to his 
aid, and great influence will be brought 
to bear upon the governor.

JOHN TYLER COOPER A REVOLU- 
TIONARY DESCENDANT. = 


He Is the Only Member in Georgia 
of the Famous Society of the 
Revolutionary Cincinnati. 


But one member of the famous institu- 
tion of the Society of the Cincinnati, lives 
within the state of Georgia, and that one 
member is John Tyler Cooper. Since his 
conviction the questiog has been raised 
as to whether or not Mr. Cooper would 
be required to resign from the order which 
is now national in its reputation. 

The Society of the Cincinnati was form- 
ed by the officers of the American Army of 
the Revolution in 1783, and no one is eligi- 
ble to membership unless he is a direct de- 
scendant of an officer of the revolution, and 
he must at the same time be the eldest 
living male of the family. Originally there 
were lodges in each of the thirteen states, 
but many of the lodges have become dis- 
organized and but few are said to remain 
now intact. . 

The lodge of the society in Georgia is 
practically abandoned, and none but Mr. 
Cooper is now alive who once held mem- 
bership in the honored organization. Mr. 
Tom Eggleston, the insurance agent, is 
entitled to membership in the order, it 1s 
said, but he has never qualified, and is 
consequently not a member.

Peealiar Condition of 1 Affairs in the 
State Finances, 


HOW AN OLD LAW FADED 


Now It Is Said That It Will Be Put 
In Use Again. : 


AT WORK ON GEOLOGICAL DIPARTMENT 


The Blalock Committee Took Up the 
Department of Professor Yeates 
Yesterday. 


The special committee of investigation 
went into the geological department of the 
state yesterday. 

They made a call upon Professor Yeates, 
the state geologist, and were escorted in 
the little room about the walls of which 
were specimens of mirerals and rocks col- 
lected from various parts of the state. 

Chairman Blalock asked Professor Yeates 
to talk and he gave the committee a 
lengthy lecture upon the geological periods, 
the deposits of Georgia and explained the 
magoaificent resources of the state. 

After a preliminary explanation of his 
field work and the method in which he con- 
ducted his examinations and carried on the 
geological department, Professor Yeates 
went into finances. 

He told how the $8,000 appropriated to 
his department every year was disbursed. 
He exhibited his vouchers, and these were 
checked up and compared with the war- 
rants drawn on the treasury. 

Finished with the Contingent Fund. 

The committee had finished its examina- 
tion of the expenditures of the contingent 
fund. The books in the comptroller’s office 
are still under inspection, however, and 
from these books in which the accounts of 
all departments are shown the committee 
wi'l trace up the expenses of the different 
offices. 

As to Tax Returns. 

During its examination the committee 
has run across the information which upon 
frequent occasions has been called to the 
attention of the house and that is the dis- 
crepancy between the actual area of the 
state and the returns given in by the differ- 
ent counties. This is very wide and it is 
thought that some recommendation will be 
made to the present house asking for a 
measure to be passed providing for better 
methods in the different counties. 

The Old Equalization Board. 

Comptroller Wright was seen yesterday 
afternoon. 

J have upon various occasions called the 
attention of the legislature to the loose 
methods which have been going on among 
some of the counties in this very matter,” 
he said. The law providing for the coun- 
ty boards of equalization was passed to 
prevent this very thing.’’ 

Comptroller Wright explained that 
1891, at his suggestion and through the ef- 
forts of Dr. Lane, the bill providing for 
the appointment of the board of equaliza- 
tion went through. It was this bill which 
provided against the failure of making true 
returns, which the committee has dis- 
covered. 

The bill provided for the appointment of 
five freeholders in every county, the ap- 
pointment to be made by the commissioner 
of roads and revenue, or the ordinary. 
The duty of the board was given as fol- 
lows: 

„That it shall be the duty of the said 
board of equalization to receive all returns 
of real and personal property made to the 
receiver of tax returns of their county, and 
whenever any person or body co-operate 
whose duty it is to make returns of any 
kind of property subject to tax action by 
the laws of the state, have failed or shall 
fail to return the whole or any part thereof 
at the true cash market value,the said board 
of equalization shall proceed to assess the 
property of every such defaulting person or 
persons or body corporate, at such an 
amount as is in their judgment just and 
equitable on the best and most reliable in- 
formation to be obtained by the said board.“ 


Section 4 provides that the receivers of 
tax roturns shall not enter upon their tax

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TRADING WAS BRISK 


Largest Yolume of Business for the Year 
Done Yesterday. 


OUTSIDERS SHOW INTEREST 


Many of the Dormant Stocks Called 
Into Activity—Close Was Weak, 
Showing Slight Net Gains. 


New York, June 10.—The largest volume 
of trading on the stock exchange for the 
year thus far was done today. The dealings 
were well distributed throughout the list, 
many stocks that have lain dormant for a 
long time being called into activity by the 
awakened demand for securitics among the 
outside public: This demand was indicated 
by the good commission house buying, but 
there was also quite extensive commission 
house selling of stocks, pointing to the 
probability that the continued steady rise 
in prices has invited the marketing of some 
holdings that have been kept back for a 
long turn in the market. The marked 
strength of the market during all the early 
portion of the day was accompanied by 
more or less desuitory selling to take 
profits but up to the final hour of trading 
all these offerings were absorbed without 
any marked effect upon the market. But 
a heavy realizing movement in the final 
hour wiped out a large part of the earlier 
gain, in most securities and all of it in 
quite a number. The heavy liquidation in 
Sugar was the main factor in breaking the 
market, the selling being increased by 
some disappointment that the sugar sched- 
vle of the tariff bill had not passed the 
senate when trading closed, and the awak- 
ened apprehension that it might be 
changed in the conference between the two 
houses so as to lessen the protection on re- 
fined sugar. The resulting weakness of su- 
gar was as effective in depressing the mar- 
ket, in view of the large volume of its sales, 
as its aggressive strength in the morning 
had been in sustaining it. The London re- 
sponse in the market for Americans to yes- 
terday's late strength here, also gave @ 
strong impetus to the early advance. Lon- 
don was also a buyer here to a moderate 
extent of all the special favorites of that 
market. There was some distrust felt of 
this London buying Dy professional traders, 
on the ground that it may be for 
a short turn of the market, and is likely 
to come back here for sale soon. The 
grangers were actively traded in all day. 
St. Paul led the list both in volume of 
transgction and in extent of the advance, 
which reached a point. Its reaction was 
also less than the others of the group, 
which lost practically all their gain. The 
coalers were notably active and strong. 
Tobacco was active on manipulation, and 
closed prectically unchanged. The iron 
and steel.companies were notably strong. 
and reacted only a fraction, Illinois steel 
advancing 2% per cent, Minnesota Iron 2 and 
Tennessee Coal and Iron 1% per cent. The 
Vanderbilt stocks all showed strength 
and Canada Southern, Michigan Central 
gained 1% and New York Central and St. 
Louis stocks over a point, other gains in 
the group being fractional. Ine closing 
was weak, but slight, net gains being no- 
vs total sales of stocks today were 
$40,845 shares, including American Tobacco 
14, %; American Sugar, 48, %, suriington 
und wuincy, , b; Chicago Gas, 9, 0, Luuis- 
ville and Nashville, 10, 0 Northern Pacific 
preferred, 13,400; kacinc Mail, 5,700; Reading. 
19,40; Rock Island, 14, 300; St. Paul, 29. 200, 
Tennessee Coal, 7,700; Western Union, II. 20, 
New Jersey Central, 16, 700. 

The railway and miscellaneous bond mar- 
ket continues to display pronounced 
strength on heavy dealings which included 
an extensive variety of issues. Purchases 
for speculative and investment account by 
domestic and foreign capitalists gave a 
decided impetus to the tendency that car- 
ried numerous bonds substantially abeve 
preceding prices. The middle grade issues 
tigured quite prominently in the specula- 
tion and registered the principal gains. The 
activity of the usual dormant mortgages in- 
dicates.a broadening tendency which is in- 
dicative of a substantial outside interest in 
the market. The sales were 86,080,000.

CEREAL CROP REPORT. 


The Condition Generally Not as wood 
as Last Year. 


Washington, June 10.—Statistician Robin- 
son, of the agricultural department, this 
afternoon issued the following cereal crop 
report, Mr. Hyde, the new statistician, not 
having taken charge yet: 

„The report of June Ist, consolidated with 
the returns of township, county and state 
correspondents of the department make 
the acreage of winter wheat at present 
growing, after allowance for abandonments 
$4.66 per cent of the area harvested last 
year, or 89.9 per cent of the area sown in 
the fall of 189%. Ts in round numbers is 
21,562,000 acres. The percentages of winter 
wheat acreages upon the basis indicated 
of the principal winter wheat states are 
as follows: 

“Ohio 7. Michigan 99, Indiana 94, IIlinois 
51. Missouri 90, Kansas 97, California 105. 
New York, Pensylvania, Delaware, Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, Alabama, Texas, 
Arkansas, Tennessee, West Virginia, the 
area shown compared with that harvested 
last year has been materially increased. 
The condition of winter wheat has fallen 
since the report of May Ist, being 78.5 per 
cent, against 80.2 on that date, a decline of 
1.7 points. The condition on June Ist last 
year. was 77.9. 

“The percentages of the principal states 
are: Ohio 88, Michigan 79, Indiana 60, IIlli- 
nois 38, Missouri 45, Kansas 88, California 
73 


The percentage of spring wheat area 
for the entire country, as compared with 
that of 196, has been increased, being 110 
per cent of last year’s acreage. The total 
area of spring wheat sown is therefore in 
round numbers, 13,000,000 acres and the com- 
bined winter and spring area is 34,569,000 
acres, or 99.9 per cent of that harvested in 


1896. 

The conditior of spring wheat shows an 
average for the whole country of 89.9 per 
cent, against 99.9 per cent on June 1, 1896. 
The condition of all wheat is 82.7, against 
87.6 per cent, the same date last year. 

“The conditions of spring wheat for the 

rincipal spring wheat states are as fol- 


ows; 

“Minnesota 94, Wisconsin 90, Iowa 90, 
Nebraska 89, South Dakota 78, North Da- 
kota 91, Washington 100, Oregon 98. 

The preliminary report places the acre- 
age of oats at 93.3 per cent of last year’s 
area, and makes the condition 89 per cent 
against 98.8 last June:

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Paine, Murphy & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


Atlanta, June 10.—The feature of the cot- 
ton market today has been the publication 
of the bureau report. The estimated condi- 
tion on June ist, is 83.5, which is under 
current expectations. The report shows a 
decline in condition of over 14 per cent, 
compared with last season, and this ought 
to stimulate some fresh buying power 
when the trade generally digests the re- 
port more fully. The slight increase in 
acreage, indicated at only 3.5 per cent, 
would appear to be more than offset by 
the low condition of the crop, and basing 
calculations on last year’s production, the 
report does not indicate a large yield. In 
summarizing, the bureau states that the 
weather had been cold, damp and unfa- 
vorable; crop about three weeks late; ir- 
regular in many sections, and much re- 
planting necessary. This confirms our pre- 
vious opinion. Fluctuations have been 
more frequent today with a wider range 
than for some time. The opening was firm 
at from 1 to 4 points advance on the firm- 
ness of Liverpool. After the announce- 
ment of the bureau the market became 
weaker, and at 1 o’clock prices showed a 
loss of from 3 to 4 points as compared with 
last night. The general situation favors 
the long side, and any fresh buying power 
would make it felt. he market during tne 
evening developed further weakness, but 
the selling movement finally subsided in a 
measure, and a steadier undertone prevailed 
toward the close, which was about 5 points 
under last evening. The market tomorrow 
wiH be inuenced by the interpretation 
which Liverpool places upon the bureau 
report. Inasmuch as today’s decline here 
does not appear to have been altogether 
justified by the tenor of the government 
report and the other factors of the situa- 
ticn having a bearing upon the market, a 
recovery will not be surprising, especially 
as long as the New York traders, no doubt, 
got short of the market during the after- 
noon, which short interest would be influ- 
enced to. coveri by an unexpected firm- 
ness in Liverpool tomorrow morning. The 
spot markets, both in New York and at the 
south, continue unchanged. Today’s sales 
in New York included 963 bales for export 
and 1,238 for local consumption. The feel- 
ing continues rather mixed, and at pres- 
ent the lack of outside speculative buying 
is the one feature against any radical im- 
provement in values,

WAS A FRACTIONAL ADVANCE 


Corn Was Especially Strong and 3-4c 
Higher—Oats 3-8c Higher and 
Provisions Unchanged. 


Chicago, June 10.—Wheat was strong, but 
very nervous today, and closed at %c ad- 
vance. It was almost exclusively a scalp- 
ers’ market, the pending government re- 
port exercising its usual effect in re 
stricting trade. Other markets were strong, 
corn especially so. Corn advanced &. 
Oats e and provision closed unchanged 
to 5@7%c higher. 

Wheat opened with a stronger tone than 
prevailed at the close of yesterday's ses- 
sion. July started at from 68%. to 68%c, 
compared with yesterday’s closing price 
of NH esc, but broke in a very few min- 
utes to 68½ to 6%c again. The proposal 
to prevent the elevator proprietors from 
storing grain owned by themselves in 
houses made. regular“ by the board of 
trade and the possibility of the owners 
of such refusing to apply for the privilege 
of having their elevators accredited under 
such conditions caused a general desire to 
keep off the short side. The 5c per bushel 
discount at which September was being 
traded in also caused a reluctance to 80 
short of that delivery. On those grounds 
the buying was better than the selling at 
the start, notwithstanding an opening de- 
celine of 1d at Liverpool and only 221 cars 
of wheat reported received at Minneapolis 
and Duluth, compared with 358 a year og 
and 499 the corresponding day of the year 
before. Thoman's crop estimate, showing 
a smaller indicated aggregate of the grow- 
ing spring and winter wheat than made Dy 
private statisticians, helped in maintain- 
The sed- 
board clearances of wheat and flour were 
much more hberal than the day before. 
They were equal to 463,000 bushels, 377,000 
of which was wheat.

July 
advanced 69½% and fell back to 68%c, but 
by 12:13 o’clock had again advanced to 690. 
In- the last half hour July toucsed 69%§c 
and was bringing c at the close. 

Corn acted strong after a few moments 
of hesitation at the beginning, the chief 
factor of the strength being a very bull- 
ish Price Current report. Weather condi- 
tions were improved, but not enough so 
to reHeve the anxiety of the shorts, who 
were active buyers all day. Receipts 
amounted to 593 cars. July opened a shade 
higher at 24% 2c, advanced to 25025 ., 
and closed at 25%c. 

Oats were firm, principally because of a 
better feeling in wheat and corn. 
estimates were circulated predicting a 2 to 
3 per cent drea reduction and placing the 
condition at 92. Tnere were other influen- 
tial features. There was good general 
buying all day. July opened a shade low- 
er at 17%@18c and advanced slowly to 18c, 
where it closed. 

Provisions were steady in spite of heavy 
selling of pork and ribs by English houses. 
The offerings were. readily absorbed and 
prices advanced somewhat. Cudahy was 
a somewhat conspicuous buyer.

Advices from 
Manitoba report the crop in that country 
as having been seriously injured by frost, 
and say that warm weather is greatly 
needed, The flour output in the northwesr 
and at St. Louis for the week was 373.00 
barrels, against 286,000 last year. All mills 
report a better business. Minneapolis re- 
ports the sale of 300,000 bushels wheat to 
local millers. New York reports an im- 
proved foreign demand, mostly, however, 
for shipment along in the fall. Receipts in 
Liverpool during the past three days show 
a noticeable falling off, being 72,000 bushels, 
all American, against 26,00 bushels the 
three days previous. Seaboard clearances 
were liberal, aggregating 463.000. bushels 
wheat and flour.

Central and Southern Are Strong 
Competitors Wherever They Meet, 


JOSEPH . BROWN'S LETTER 


Central Gives the Southern Precious 
Little Business In Atlanta, 


STATE ROAD ds 113 PREFERENCE 


Western and Atlantic, Central and the 
Plant System Have an Alliance 
Against the Southern and 
the Florida Central, It 

Is Chargec.

Since the petition from Macon was pre- 
sented to the governor, asking him to di- 
rect the attorney general to proceed against 
the Southern railway for violating the 
state constitution, both the governor and 
the attorney general have been looking up 
some papers on file in the railroad com- 
mission’s office... Among other papers ex- 
amined was a letter written by Mr. Jo- 
seph M. Brown, traffic manager of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad, bearing on 
the subject of competition between the 
Southern and the Central, 

The Macon petition alleges that there is 
no competition at Macon and attributes it 
to the fact that the Southern controls the 
Central and the Georgia Southern and 
Florida. The railway men and a great 
many shippers declare that there is sharp 
competition between these roads all the 
time at Macon and at all other competi- 
tive points. 

Mr. Brown is a very able traffic manager. 
He thoroughly understands the relations 
existing between the roads in this terri- 
tory and he knows how to protect the in- 
terests of his own company. The state 
railroad commissioners have great confi- 
dence in him and last fall when the com- 
mission was trying to find out what con- 
trol, if any, was exercised by the Southern 
over roads in Georgia, the board requested 
the Western and Atlantic’s traffic manager 
to give them any information in his pos- 
session bearing on the subject. The West- 
ern and Atlantic and the Central work in 
the closest relationship, while the South- 
ern and the state road have nothing in 
common. Mr. Bréwn Was, therefore, in a 
position to speak on the question of com- 
petition. His road and the Southern com- 
pete here for the business which the Cen- 
tral brings up to Atlanta bound for the 
west. On the other hand, the Central and 
the Southern compete at Atlanta for bus- 
mess which the state road brings here 
from the west going south. 

And this was the situation which Mr. 
Brown showed existed: 

Practically all the passengers and freight 
which the Central brings to Atlanta des- 
tined for points west are turned over to 
the Western and Atlantic instead of to 
the Southern railway, which has its own 
une from Atlanta to Chattanooga and fur- 
ther west. 

Mr Brown stated that the very keenest 
competition existed between the Southern 
and Central, and the inference from his 
statement was that no control was exer- 
cised over the Central or the Georgia 
Southern and Florida by the Southern else 
it would not permit them to divert their 
business from it to another line which was 
fighting it hard all the time. Mr. Brown’s 
entire letter, which is on file in the com- 
mission’s office, is interesting, but The 
Constitution gives only such parts as bear 
strongest on the question of competition 
between the roads. 

Mr. Brown said that so far as his ob- 
servation and belief extended there was 
active, continuous and energetic competi- 
tien between the Southern and the Central 
for all business at points common between 
those two lines. 

“They each have staffs of officers and so- 
Ueiting agents, and their freight and pas- 
senger schedules are arranged with the 
view of sécuring for each all the competi- 
tive business it can from the other. 

‘The Central of Georgia uses persistent 
and inteNigently directed endeavors to 
build up the port of Savannah, Ga., while 
the Southern railway directly and positive- 
ly endeavors to build up the ports in Vir- 
ginia. and, what is termed the railway 
gateway, at Alexandria, Va. All the com- 
petitive cotton for instance, that the 
Central of Georgia railway can secure’ it 
forwards through the Georgia seaport 
above named. All that the Southern can 
secure it forwards, as a matter of prefer- 
ence, through ‘Norfolk, Va., inasmuch’ as it 
gets so much longer haul through tha 
port than through Brunswick or other 
south Atlantic ports. 

„All the Florida business is deadly com- 
petitive between these two lines and the 
lines working through Alabama. The Cen- 
tral of Georgia railway ts in practical al- 
liance with the Plant system, which connects 
with it at Savannah, Tifton and Albany, 
Ga., and permeates the state of Florida, 
whereas the Southern railway is in alliance 
with the Florida Central and Peninsular 
system, which connects with it at Everett 
City; and like the Piant system, has its 
main or branch lines running through every 
section of Florida. So I might instance 
their competition at various other sections, 
but this illustrates the point at issue gen- 
erally. 

“Regarding, however, the respective rela- 
tionships of the Southern railway and the 
Central of Georgia Railway Company with 
the Western and Atlantic railroad, I will 
state that we have for years and we do 


is very strong competition bet ween « the 

above two lines, in which the ‘Western 

and Atlantic is vitally interested. 
“The Southern railway exchanges 


‘works with the Florida Centra] and Penin- 
sular in preference. Then the traffic man- 
ager compares the business exchanged and 
he shows that the Southern gives the state 
road very little, while the Central gives it 
a great deal there in Atlanta, and he might 
have added that the Central gives very 
little to the Southern. 

For the year ending June 90, 18%, the 
passenger business exchanged between the 
Western and Atlantic and the Central 
amounted to 6,59 passengers, from whom 
the state road got $34,851. That was prac- 
tically equal to the rental which the lessee 
company pays the state for one month. 

But the interchange of freight business 
more strikingly illustrates this point, as 
the total amounted to 298,22. % pounds, 
while the amount exchanged between the 
Southern and the state road was only 7,584. 


000 pounds. 
At is the policy of the Southern railway,” 
says Mr. Brown, “to discourage the de- 


livery of any freights originating on its own 
line to the Western and Atlantic, and the 

bulk of the 3,797 tons, or we will say 253 
car loads therefore which we received from 
them consisted of cotton factory goods 
frem points in South Carolina which were 
reached or influenced by the competition 
of the Seaboard Air-Line, and a limited 
amount of lumber and melons from south 
Georgia, where delivery to us was m- 
fluenced by the competition of the Central 
of Georgia, the shippers only consenting to 
give the business to the Southern railway 
rather than the Central on the direct pledge 
of the Southern railway officers that it 
would be delivered to the Western and At- 
lantic at Atlanta, and pardon me for the 
assertion, that after such agreement by 
the agents of the Southern railway a 
great many mistakes have been made, all 
of them resulting in the Southern railway’s 
failing to deliver to the Western and At- 
lantic and taking the business to Chatta- 
nooga via its own line; whereas I have 
never had an instance called to my atten- 
tion where the Central of Georgia railway 
made a mistake which resulted in sending 
a shipment via the Southern railway from 
Atlanta in preference to the Western and 
Atlantic. 

But the respective revenues on the 
above freight is vital to the issues. 

“The 77,895 tons, or say 6,193 car loads of 
freight which the Central of Georgia rail- 
way delivered to the Western and Atlantic 
brought the latter revenues amounting to 
$57,692. 

“Our statements are not in such shape 
that I can furnish exactly the revenues 
received by the Western and Atlantic on 
the 83,459 tons, or 5,563 car loads of freight 
which we delivered to the Central of Geor- 
gia railway, inasmuch as southbound rates 
average fully as great, if not possibly 
greater, revenue per ton per mile than the 
northbound rates, I would estimate our 
revenue on such deliveries at at least 
$70,000. 

“Therefore, adding any revenue on our 
passenger business to the approximate rev- 
enue on our freight interchanged with the 
Central of Georgia railway, and we have 
upward of $162,500, an amount sufficient to 
pay nearly five months’ rental, which the 
state of Georgia requires of the Nashville, 
Chattanooga and St. Louis railway for the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. 

“During the same period of twelve 
months the 3,797 tons, or we will say 253 
car loads of freight delivered to us by the 
Southern railway, brought the Western and 
Atlantic a revenue of $4,296. 

“Iam not able, for the reason given 
above, to state what our revenue was on 
the 28,694 tons, or 1,906 car loads of freight 
which we delivered to the Southern rail- 
way, but inasmuch as it was very nearly all 
for points in South Carolina, and coast 
points which will not average the Western 
and Atlantic more than a half cent per ton 
per mile, our approximate revenue I con- 
sider would be about $20,000, 

“Regarding our interchange with the 
Southern railway you will notice a very 
marked difference between it and our inter- 
change with the Central of Georgia, and I 
consider myself absolutely safe in the as- 
sertion that but for the fact that the Cen- 
tral of Georgia reaches Macon, the coast 
and Florida points either over its own line 
or that of the Plant system, which is its 
ally, the Southern railway would not have 
rrorated with us on the business to the 
competitive territory named, and the com- 
petition of the Southern with the Seaboard 
Air-Line and the Georgia railroad, respect- 
ively, to which latter two we also deliver 
a large tonnage, forces the Southern rail- 
way to accept business from us for Athens, 
Greenville, Spartanburg, Columbia and va- 
rious other Carolina points, which other- 
wise they would hold as local, and shut us 
out, just as they practically did before the 
Seaboard Air-Line was built. 

“Therefore, judging the future by the 
past, if the Southern railway had direct 
charge of all the roads between Atlanta 
and Macon, and south Georgia and Florida 
points, I regard it as inevitable that I 
would decline to prorate with the Western 
and Atlantic, and would exact of us full 
local rates to all points, while it would pro- 
rate with its own line from Chattanooga, 
and in this manner would practically shut 
the Western and Atlantic out of the terri- 
tory to which the Central of Georgia now 
admits it for inward and outward-bound 
business. 

The only sure way, to my mind, which 
would cause the consolidation of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia and the Southern railway 
would be for the railroad commission of 
Georgia to put these two systems under 
rule one. 

“You doubtless remember that after the 
Southern railway bought the Atlanta and 
Florida railroad it for a time maintained 
for the latter a separate organization, dur- 
ing which time the Western and Atlantic 
and the Atlanta and Florida roads freely 
interchanged business; but the railroad 
commission of Georgia passed an order 
placing the Atlanta and Florida and the 
Southern under rule 1, and within, I think, 
three days’ time the Southern railway abol- 
ished the separate management of the At- 
lanta and Florida, consclidated it with 
its own system, and all delivery of eom- 
petitive freight to the Western and At- 
lantic by the Atlanta and Florida stopped 
immediately, and has not since been re- 
sumed. This brought some loss to us.“

GEORGIA TROOPS 
ARB HARD AT WORK 


They Are Being Put Through at the 
State Encampment. 


THEIR MANEUVERS PRACTICAL 


Camp Northen Attacked by Troops 
Using Blank Cartridges. 


OFFICERS ARE PLEASED WITH PROGRESS 


Captain Brown Is in Charge and Is

The men have realized the importance 
of taking advantage of the opportunities 
the encampment gives them for perfecting 
themselves in the tactics, and are prac- 
ticing faithfully every day. Captain Oscar 
Brown, of Atlanta, is in charge of the 
troops, and will remain at Camp Northen 
throughout the entire encampment. 

On their arrival in camp the men began 
work and have not stopped for a single 
day since. Their motto seems to be work 
and so faithful has this been carried out 
that the officers are loud in their praise 
of them. 

The First regiment is composed of some 
of the best troops in the state. They are 
a fine-looking set of men and have gone 
to camp with the determination of com- 
ing out benefited by the tour of duty. The 
Chatham Artillery carried a large num- 
ber of men into camp, and they have been 
put through at a lively pace. The men 
have been doing light work with their 
guns and are using Lorses. 

The work that the men have been doing 
and will continue to do until they break 
camp is practical work. They have been 
given a practical demonstration of the 
movements they would mhͤke and the 
methods they would use were the enemy 
near and about to attack them. 

Advance and rear guards have heen 
formed, and all during the encampment 
guards have been on duty about the camp. 
The men take turng at guard duty and 
none escape it. | 

One of the most interesting parts of mil- 
itary instruction took place yesterday -af- 
ternoon. It was an attack on Camp 
Northen by a portion of the troops while 
others defended it and held them back. It 
gave the men some idea of what they 
would have to do in case of war, and gave 
the officers an opportunity of showing their 
skill in handling the men and in repulsing 
an enemy. 

Part of the infantry was sent on the 
outskirts of the camp on the surrounding 
hills. They were furnished with blank cart- 
ridges and were to be the attacking party. 

The maneuvers were watched by the of- 
ficers who were at the camp for the pur- 
pose of giving the instruction, but the 
officers in charge of the troops were al- 
lowed to use their own judgment in making 
the attack and the opposing ones in re- 
pulsing it. 

In this movement the artillery was 
brought into play and for a time the old 
hills around Griffin sounded like they did 
many years ago when the civil war was 
in full blast. The work was very success- 
ful and the troops were“ greatly benefited 
by it. It gave them a practical idea of 
what they will have to do when called on 
to go to war. 

The troops are drilled continually, but 
the practical work is given more attention 
than the other. Early in the morning the 
soldiers are turned out and given an early 
morning drill. Guard is mounted and then 
on during the day they are drilled and re- 
drilled, It is all work and very little time 
for play. f 

The artillery is getting its share of the 
drilling and the work it does is very grat- 
ifying to the officerg in charge of the camp. 

Captain Oscar J. Brown, assistant adju- 
tant general, assisted b 
furnished by the United States, is giving 
close attention to the troops and has been 
on the move ever since camp was opened. 
He is up early and late and his duties are 
many.

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Macon, Ga., June 10.—(Speclal.)— The ap- 

pointment of John M. Barnes as marshal 
is attributed by some to the influence of 
Tom Watson. Barnes lives at Thomson. 
the home of Watson. Barnes was indorsed 
by .Colonel Buck. 
It was thought for some time that Colo- 
nel R. D. Locke would be appointed mar- 
shal, but he suddenly retired from the 
contest and left a clear fleid to Barnes. 
It is said that Locke will be made chief 
deputy marshal, a position which has been 
held for years by Asher Ayres, under both 
republican and demccratic. marshals. Ex- 
perts pronounce him the most efficient office 
man in the office of any marshal south 
of Washington city. The salary of chief 
deputy is $1,500 per year. If Colonel Locke 
becomes chief deputy he will be thoroughly 
acquainted at once with the duties of the 
office, for he was formerly marshal of 
this district. 

The late Frank Leverett, of Eatonton, 
Was appointed by President Cleveland as 
marshal in March, 1823, for a term of four 
years, ending March, 1897. He resigned in 
December, 1894, and Colonel John D. Har- 
rell, of Bainbridge, was appointed by Pres- 
ident Cleveland for four years, ending De- 
cember, 1898. But he will not be permitted 
to serve his full term out but is required 
to retire at the close of Leverett’s term. 
The offize formerly paid in fees $6,000 net 
per year, but by recent enactment of 
congress the fee system, the marshal is 
paid a fixed salary of $3,500 per annum. 

It is not known when Barnes will assume 
active charge of the office, presumably 
about the Ist or the 15th of July. It is 
not supposed there will be any fight in 
the senate to the confirmation of his ap- 
poinment. Colonel Harrell has made a 
splendid marshal and the court and all its 
officials and the people of the district will 
part with the courtly gentleman and ad- 
mirable official with much regret. 

Mr. Barnes will have to make Macon his 
headquarterp. 

2 to the Postmaster. 

Now that Marshall Harrell will not be 
allowed to serve the term for which he 
was appointed, there is considerable spec- 
ulation .as to whether Postmaster Hertz 
will be permitted to serve to the end of 
his four-year term, February. (5%. 

About March, 1894, President Cleveland 
appointed Hon. Daisy Price postmaster at 
Macon for four years, ending March, 1898. 
He resigned in February, 1896, and J. H. 
Hertz was appointed for four years. 

Taking Marshal Harrell’s case, and oth- 
ers, as examples, some think that Post- 
master Hertz will not be allowed to serve 
beyond Price’s term, March, 1898. There 
are even some who think Postmaster Hertz 
will not be permitted to stay in that long. 
According to well founded belief, ex-Mar- 
shal W. P. Corbett and Mr. Harry Still- 
well Edwards are candidates for post- 
master. Colonel Buck is said to be indors- 
ing the former and Major Hanson the 
latter. The office pays $3,100 per annum. 

An Interesting Body. 

The Woman’s Foreign Missionary Socie- 
ty of the South Georgia conference, which 
convenes in Macon tomorrow, is one of the 
thirty-four conference societies which com- 
pose the woman’s board of missions of 
the Methodist Episcopal church south. 

These societies are officered and managed 
by women alone. 

The society which meets tomorrow in 
Macon was organized in Perry in 1879 by 
the bishop and preachers of the South 
Georgia conference during annual session. 
The society has grown rapidly in numbers 
and influence until not there are 6,500 
members, and the past year $6,000 was col- 
lected. The dues for membership are 10 
cents per month. 

The officers of the society are: Mrs. G. 
W. Matthews, president; Mrs. J. B. Cobb, 
corresponding secretary; Mrs. L. H. Burg- 
hard, treasurer; Mrs. R. C. Neely, record- 
ing secretary. 

The general societies have forty-six fe- 
male raissionaries at work in China, Ja- 
pan, Brazil and the Indian Territory, and 
there are 5,000 children and women in the 
heathen land under their instruction. They 
work through schools and individual teach- 
ing. Some of these missionaries are very 
intelligent and the very highest type of 
womanhood. Among them are Miss Laura 
Haygood, of Atlanta, and Miss Hattie 
Carson, af Savannah.

Arrangements Are Being Made To Send 
a Fine Exhibit to Denver. 


A CHANCE NOT TO BE MISSED 


State Delegates Meet, Organize and 
Prepare for Business. 


EXPERTS ASKEQ TO READ PAPERS 


| The Geological Board Will Be Re- 
quested To Loan a Part of State 
Exhibit at Nashville. 


Steps were taken Wednesday to send to 
Denver next month an exhibit of Georgia 
gold ores, where the international gold 
mining convention will meet July 7th and 
continue for three days. Hundreds of the 
leading minérs and investors from the 
United States, Canada and Mexico will 
attend and it will be the best opportunity 
the southern states have had to display 
their precious metals and interest miners 
and capitalists. 

Governor Atkinson has appointed thirty 
delegates to go to Denver and advertise 
Georgia and her mineral resources. A meet- 
‘ing of the delegates was held Wednesday 
at the Kimball house, and it was the 
unanimous sentiment of those present that 
the state ought to be represented at the 
international convention and send such a 
display there as would attract the atten- 
tion of the mining capitalist. 

Judge T. W. Milner, of Bartow county, 
was elected chairman of the meeting and 
Frank Weldon secretary. An explanation 
of the objects of the convention was made 
and the fact that it is not a political affair 
was clearly set forth. In some states the 
governors have refused to appoint delegates 
on the ground that the convention is for 
gold miners and persons interested in gold 
mining. It was stated that these refusals 
have come from states which were never 
accused of having any gold. The call for 
the convention states that miners of sil- 
ver, coal, iron and copper are invited to 
attend and participate. 

Governor Adams, of Colorado, who in- 
dorses the movement and who will call 
the convention to order, is a strong silver 
man, 5 

The Georgia delegates voted that it would 
be best to confine the display as 
much as possible to gold and to concen- 
trate interest on that ene metal, because 
Georgia has so much of it and wants to 
bring it to the attenticn of the practical 
miners and investors. 

Mr. S. W. McCallie, assistant state geol- 
ogist, Mr. George P. Good and Mr. Ben 
Hall, as experts, were requested to pre- 
pare and read papers before the conven- 
tion. Mr. McCallie will read one on the 
Georgia gold fields, showing the distribu- 
tion, the character of the ores, the geology 
of the district, the history of mining in 
the state, what is being done now and the 
outlock. 

Mr. Good will prepare an article on the 
treatment of ores in the state, the values 
and the possibilities.for an investor. 

Mr. Hall will write a monograph on the 


he is especially familiar, having given 
it long study and investigation. 

Captain John A. Grant, Messrs. George 
Sciple, Frank Weldon, F. D. Hager and J. 


S. Thrasher were appointed a committee 
to confer with the state geological board 
and Professor Yeates, the state geologist, 
in reference ty borrowing a part of the 
state’s exhibit now at the Tennessee cen- 
tennial exposition at Nashville for a few 
days and sending it to Denver during the 
convention. Several of those who were 
sent declared that it was their belief that 
the exhibition of the Georgia display at 
Denver for three days would do more to 
show the capitalist. what there is in this 
state than almost any other use to which 
it could be put. It was suggested that in 
view of the very unjust articles which 
have been published recently in The En- 
gineering and Mining Journal such a dis- 
play as Georgia can make, would contra- 
dict and disprove their statements. The 
author, W. M. Brewer, was severely scored 
for the statements made in them. 

Messrs. Hall, Good and McCallie were 
appointed a committee to secure specimens 
of gold ore from property owners through- 
out the state for purpose of supple- 
menting the state’s exhibit now at Nash- 
ville. It was stated that specimens should 
not weigh more than one pound each. 
Every member of the delegation was re- 
quested to secure at least one specimen 
and as many more as possible and send 
prepaid to this committee in care of George 
P. Good & Co., the assayists, 8 North 
Pryor street The committee will attend 
to arranging them for shipment and will 
get them displayed properly at Denver 
and return them safely to the owners or 
turn them over to the state for its collec- 
tion, as the owners prefer. 

Mr. B. F. Holt, of Blue Ridge, Mr. Dur- 
gy, of Carroll county, Judge Murray, of 
Lumpkin county, and some others could 
not attend yesterday’s meeting, but they 
wrote that they heartily entered into the 
purpose of the movement to have Georgia 
strongly represented at Denver. 

The meeting adjourned to meet at the 
Kimball house on Saturday, June 19th, 
when the committees will report. All per- 
sons in the state who are interested in 
gold mining in any way, were requested to 
meet with the delegation at that time.

TRUE BILLS WILL BE PREPARED 


Atlanta Society of Medicine Is Inv, 
tigating the Conduct of ang 
» Young Physicians. * 


—ñů—— 


Indictments against nine physicians of 
Atlanta are being prepared by Solicitor Hill. 

Early yesterday morning Andrews & Da- 
vies, the attorneys employed by the At- 
lanta Society of Medicine to investigate al- 
leged irregularities, held a conference with 
the solicitor general, and as a result the in- 
dictments will be presented to the grand 
jury next week. 

Later in the day three additional names 
were handed the solicitor general and in- 
dictments against all those whose names 
have been furnished will be returned by the 
grand jury when the evidence in the cases 
is shown. 

As the result of the action which has 
been taken by the Atlanta Society of Med- 
icine, the physicians of the city have hastily 
made examination to ascertain whéther or 
not their licenses and diplomas have been 
registered. In several cases it has been 
found that a number of the physicians who 
are charged with having violated the crim- 
mal code of the state are really not guilty 
of any intentional or willful wrong, as they 
have come to Atlanta from other places 
where they were previously registered. 
The law requires, however, that whenever 
a physician: removes from one county to 
another he shall register with the clerk 
of the superior court his license. In the 
event the diploma and license are not reg- 
istered the law provides that the physictan 
is guilty of a misdemeanor and he 1s liable 
to be indicted by the grand jury. 

Since the searching investigation was in- 
augurated the attorneys of the committee 
having the investigation in charge have 
been very active. 

Many physicians are said to be flagrantly 
guilty, having become practicing physi- 
cians before they graduated from any med- 
ical college or were examined by any med- 
ical board. In the office of Attorneys An- 
drews & Davies a large amount of medi- 
cines and prescriptions is gathered, and this 
will be used as evidence against the physi- 
cians who gave them. This evidence was se- 
cured by a shrewd negro, who was employ- 
ed by the attorney to secure it. 

Many of the doctors who have received 
the notices from the Atlanta Society of 
Medicine have called at the office of the 
attorneys, claiming that they had simply 
neglected to register. They asked that the 
charges be withdrawn against them, as 
they are not guilty of any intentional 
wrong. The cases, however, will be vigor- 
ously ‘prosecuted, it is said, as the law is 
very strict and the profession does not care 
to pass over these violations without a 
thorough investigation should exonerate 
the alleged violators. 


TOSSED THE BAILIFF OUT. 


C. H. Dumas Gives Constable Tom 
Quinn a Warm Reception. 

Old man C. H. Dumas is one of the pio- 
meer citizens of this city, and for many 
years was recognized as a „powerful strong 
man physically.”’

Bailiff Quinn went to the residence of 
Mr. Dumas to arrest Mary Dill on a crimi- 
nal warrant charging her with being a 
common cheat and swindler. Mr. Dumas 
met him at the door and when the officer 
asked for Mary Dill he was informed that 
she did not work there. 

A negro was sent back to the Dumas 
residence to give the bailiff a signal if she 
was there. Mr. Dumas appeared on the 
scene just as Quinn did and asked the 
officer what he wanted. Quick as a flash 
Dumas fixed his hands on the officer—one 
in the rear of the collar and the other 
just below his coat—and with a mighty 
effort sent the officer sailing head first 
through a screen door into the backyard. 

The bailiff returned to Judge Landrum's 
court and took a warrant against Mr. Du- 
mas for resisting an officer in the perform- 
ance of his duty. Mr. Dumas was arrested 
and carried before Judge Foute, the case 
being transferred to this court. 

He stated on the stend that his cook 
had hired to him under the name of Mary 
Brooks, and that when the officer called 
for Mary Dill he didn’t know who he re- 
ferred to.

Street Paving Apportionment Sheet 


Stands as Amended. 
HIRSCH WANTED TO CHANGE IT 


The Street Committee Will Now Be 
Free To Take Action. 


NORTH AVENUE PAVING ORDINANCE HELD UP 


There Will Be No Funds in the Treas- 


ury for Paving Purposes Until Ap- 
portionment Sheet Ig Signed. 


— — 


The aldermanic board of the general 
council has concurred in the adoption of 
the general apportionment sheet as sub- 
mitted by the finance committee and 
amended by the council 

An effort was Shade to change the appor- 
tlonment for permanent street improve- 
ments, specifying what streets shall be 
improved, but the mover of the question, 
Alderman Hirsch, was not supported and 
the board concurred in the sheet without 
amendment. 

This action is the last chapter in the 
story of the defeat of the finance commit- 
tee by the street committee in the matter 
of apportionments for street paving work 
to be done this year. The money to be so 
spent is now in the permanent street pav- 
ing fund and it will be used as the street 
committee may decide, provided the coun- 
cil supports the committee in its recom- 
mendations, and it seems clear that that 
will be the case. 

The committee is said to be favorable to 
the paving of Auburn avenue beyond the 
point where the new belgian block pav- 
ing ends, Butler street, and bids for the 
work will be advertised for. When the 
bids are received the committee will then 
take action on the question. 

When the board took up the apportion- 
ment sheet yesterday Alderman Hirsch 


offered an amendment that the sheet read 


as follows: 

For paving Washington street, 
$17,460. 

For paving North avenue, $11,750. 

For paving Auburn avenue, $3,000. 

For repairing Boulevard and Edge- 
wood avenue, $3,000. 

Take away from streets ordinary, 
$2,000. 

Alderman Mitchell Protests. 

This amendment brought Alderman Mit- 
chell to his feet to make a protest. He is 
chairman of the street committee and he 
declared that the committee needed $2,000 
extra for the street ordinary fund, and he 
said the $2,000 ought not to be taken away 
from that fund. The fund was already 
short $2,000 he said. and the amendment 
would make it short $4,000. 

Alderman Woodward said the board had 
better concur in the! apportionment sheet 
as it came from couture He said the whole 
sheet should not be held up which would 
mean delay in the Work on public improve- 
ments. And it would.precipitate a fight 
between the board and council. 

Alderman Rice said the street ofdinary 
fund should not be Tnterfered with. He 
said he would not vote to pave Auburn 
avenue this year and favored Edgewood 
avenue and the Boulevard repairing work 
in preference to the paving of Auburn. 

Alderman Hirsch said Edgewood avenue 
and the Boulevard are almost impassable, 
and the streets should be repaixed without 
delay. 

Mr. Hirsch’s amendment was not second- 
ed and it failed. - He then offered an 
amendment that $4,000 be set aside for re- 
pairing the two streets mentioned, but this 
received no second either. 

The apportionment sheet was then con- 
curred in. 

North Avenue jOrdinance Held Up. 

The board held up the ordinance to 
pave North avenue until the mayor ap- 
proves the apportionment sheet, there 
being no funds with, which to pay for the 
work until the apportionment sheet is 
signed by the mayor, 

When the petition of the Atlanta Paper 
Company was brought up asking for an 
exemption from taxes on machinery and 
building, Alderman Rice offered an amend- 
ment that the exemption should only ap- 
ply to new buildings erected by the com- 
pany and not on any old building it may 
purchase. He said. the company contem- 
plated buying a building and that the ex- 
emption should not be allowed on it if 
such was the case. The amendment was 
adopted. 

The ordinance to pave Porter’s alley, 
the alley in the rear of the Equitable 
building, at the expense of the city, was 
held up. It seems that the Equitable 
Building Company objects to paying a 
share of the paving expense and they re- 
fuse to sign a petition for the work. Other 
property owners want the work done and 
are willing to pay a Share of it. Mr. Rice 
said the property owners could force the 
Equitable company to stand a share of the 
expense by presenting a proper petition, 
and the matter was postponed.

Fish, J.—I. Rejecting the answer to a 
general and final interrogatory calling upon 
the witness to state ali he knew that would 
benefit either party is not cause for a new 
trial when all the material matter covered 
by the excluded answer has been fully and 
distinctly brought out in the answers to 
the precedng interrogatories. If the evi- 
dence contained in such answer was of a 
nature not suggested by any of the other 
interrogatories, this fact would of itself be 
a g00d ground for not allowing the answer 
to be read in evidence. 

2. There was no error upon the trial of 
an action upon a written contract in al- 
lowing the defendant to prove by parol! the 
truth of a plea which alleged in effect that 
the contract sued on did not contain the 
agreement actually made between the par- 
ties, that the maker was induced to sign 
by the false and fraudulent representa- 
tions of the other party as to the contents 
of the instrument, that those representa- 
tions were made for the purpose of deceiv-- 
ing the party signing, and the latter,. being 
thus deceived, executed the contract be ause 
of such representations and in the belief 
that they were true. 

3. Delay for one or more terms in filing a 
plea setting up the real defense upon which 
the defendant in a civil action finally relies 
and insists, is, where the evidence as to the 
truth of such plea is conflicting, generally 
legitimate matter for comment by counsel 
and may be considered by the jury in the 
light of all the facts and circumstances in 
passing upon the merits of such defense. 
In a case where it is manifestly proper for 
them to do so, the trial judge snould not 
give an instruction which in effect entirely 
eliminates such matter from their deliberg- 
tions; nor is what is said above restricted 
to those cases only in which the plea so re- 
lied upon is inconsistent with the pleas 
previously filed. In giving the rule herein 
laid down a practical application, much 
must necessarily be left to the discretion 
of the presiding judge, who should take 
care not to allow the trial to degenerate 
into an investigation of minor questions 
which are merely collateral to the main 
issue, and who should ow the defendant 
an opportunity to be héard when his con- 
duct in this respect is apparently open ‘to 
serious attack. 

4. In the present case the charge of the 
court bearing upon the matter above dealt 
with, in view of the entire record, was in- 
appropriate and erroneous. 

Judgment reversed. All the justices con- 
curring, except— 

Simmons, C. J., dissenting—By express 
statute in this state either party toa civil 

oceeding may at any stage of the case, 
as matter of right,“ amend his pleadings. 

Civil code, section 5097. This being so 

where a defendant, in a proper exercise of 

his legal right so to do, at the trial amends 
his original plea by setting up other per- 
tinent matters of defense, the mere fact 
that some of the grounds of defense thus 
introduced were not specifically pleaded at 
the first, but were delayed until a subse- 
quent, term of the court, is not a legitimate 
subject‘matter of comment by opposing 
counsel in his argument before the jury. In 
availing himself of the privilege conferred 
upon him by law of amending his plead- 
ings at any stage of the case,” a defend- 
ant cannot be deemed to have subjected 
himself to an insidious attack concernitg 
his good faith in thus presenting his de- 
fense, for no unfavorable inference can 
arise against a 8 so long as he is act- 
ing strictly within his legal rights. Ipquiry 
into the reasons attending his failure to 
urge his full defense in the first instance 
and upon the first opportunity presented, 
would introduce into the case a purely col- 
lateral issue, calculated rather to confuse 
than enlighten or ald the jury in determin- 
ing whether or not his defense as alleged 
be true, which is the main and paramount 
issue they are called upon totry. There- 
fore, where the opposite party has improp- 
erly sought to prejudice the minds of the 
jurors by making unfavorable comments 
upon the tardiness of the defense set up by 
the amendment, it is eminently proper for 
the trial judge to instruct them that this is 

a matter as to which they are not called 

upon or authorized to pass, and that they 

are to look to the pleadings solely for the 
purpose of ascertaining the issues therein 
presented for their determination.

Lumpkin, P. J.—I. One who on his own 
account engages in the business of pur-

though in each instance the order is re- 
ceived before a purchase is made, the 
agent of the persons by whom the orders 
are given, but an independent dealer buy- 
ing and selling in his own behalf. 

2. Although such a dealer may have ar- 
ranged generally with a bank to pay for 
all goods purchased by him in the course 
of such a — upon an express agree- 
ment that upon so doing the bank was to 
have possession of and title to such goods 
until reimbursed for its advances by the 
payment of drafts drawn in its favor by 
the dealer upon his customers, the bank 
to honor this checks for the purchase 
money, charging him therewith and cred- 
iting him the proceeds of the drafts, yet 
where in a particular instance a purchase

Lumpkin, P. J.—1. It is, on the trial of 
an action upon a promissory note after 
showing the loss or destruction thereof, 
competent to prove by parole that a paper 
attached as an exhibit to the plaintiff's 
declaration is a true and correct copy of 
the lost original. In the present case, the 
court properly allowed proof of the con- 
tents of the instrument declared upon over 
objection that the same was not, and had 
never been, “an office paper.“ and that 
the alleged copy thereof showed only one 
credit of $60, while the allegations in the 
declaration admitted and allowed four cred- 
its amounting to 3140.“ 

2. The indorsee of a negotiable promissory 
note has a right, as the legal holder there- 
of, to institute a suit thereon in his own 
name, notwithstanding the fact that be- 
fore bringing his action he had, by a writ- 
ten assignment, not indorsed on the note 
itself, but on a separate paper. transferred 
the note to another as collaterial security, 
who subsequently surrendered the note to 
him merely for the purpose of collection; 
and nothing more appearing the plaintiff 
will be entitled to recover. 

3. A negotiable promissory note, payable 
at bank, does not become due until the 
last day of grace; and one to whom such 
an instrument is indorsed and transferred 
on the second day of grace takes the same 
before Maturity, and will be presumed to 
have been a bona fide purchaser for value. 

4. Even where such a note is before ma- 
turity actually paid by the maker to the 
payee, and by the former again put in 
circulation, as against one signing as joint 
principal, but who is in fact a surety only, 
such a purchaser will nevertheless be pro- 
tected. 

5. In view of the evidence submitted on 
the trial of the present case, a verdict for 
the plaintiff was the only legal result 
which could have been reached, and the 
court did not err in directing the jury to 
find in his favor.
